3. One of the#© concern# China and ha# been coordinated with 
the I'iviaion of CtA. 

4. The second prtfcper concern# Latin America. TM# paper ha# 
not been reviewed in the Agency. I have referred it to Col. King who 
will let me have hi# view# prior to the meeting on Monday. 

5. The third paper deal# with the effect# of training foreign 
military personnel and is not of any immediate intere#! to the Agency. 

6 . Contrary to my earlier under#taadlag, I |p#ther ttukt 
Mr. Sprague intend# to initiate at leaat a preliminary di#cu«#io«. of 

the Soviet bloc paper which wa# annexed to the referenced memorandum 
sent to you earlier thi# morning. We are completing a review of thi# 
paper in the DDP over the week-end and will have preliminary comment# 
prior to the meeting Monday morning. I believe that if the paper is in 
fact di#cu«#ed that we #hQuld withhold any final concurrence# pending 
At least the result# of Khrushchev'# statement# on a German peace 
treaty and pending an opportunity for review of the paper by the DDI.

1 . TM* memorandum i» for the information of the DCI, 

2. I called Mr. I^’ialaea thi* aftermoon to aak for the proposed 
agenda for the meetings of the Sprague Committee on 23 and 24 May. 
He said that the first itom on the agenda was a discussion of the 
recommendation contained in the report on RFIi and RJL- to the effect 
that YC‘A broadcasts to Sovist Russia should he increased. There 
was some discussion at the last meeting of the desirability of 
increasing unjamniod VOA broadcasts and Messrs. Gray and Hare 
both indicated skepticisrr« as to whether a case fvx increased VOA 
broadcasts had actually been made. Since the last meeting jdmre are 
indications that the Soviets have resumed jamming and, in view of die 
current political situation, a definitive judgment on the desirability 
of increasing VOA broadcasts is going to be even more dill&cult and 
speculative. 

5. In addition to VOA, the agenda includes consideration of a 
mamber of staff papsrs on the f^Iowiag subjects^ 

a. The non*militsry aspects of certain military programs 
including ttie effect of training foreign military personnel in the 

United States. 

b. Three geographical papers - (Ij Soviet Bloc, (2) China 
and (3) Latin America. 

c. Three papers characterised by Mr. Nielsen as minor - 
(1) The Impact of labor Activities Abroad, (2J The Impact of 
Business Abroad and (3) The Impact of Private American Mass 
M edia on F oreign PuMlc Opinion.

1 am attacbiag a preliniinary draft of 
thia paper wMck« aa of two week# ago, would ia all prolMibillty. wil& 
minor amendmeata, have been a perfectly acceptable paper, la view 
of the current Interaa^oaal eltttati«e, hwaever, it aeema to me that 
any judgment of the validity of the premiaea of the paper ia bound to 
be at beat highly speculative and it aeema to me that the Committee 
can hardly be es^ected to rea ch a reeponatlde conclusion with respec t 
to the desirability of speiMiingl

aituation dariliee. I tove urged Mr. Mielaen to posipone eonaidera* 
tlon of the paper, pointing out that diacuaaitHft of these xecommenda* 
lions at this particular moment is likely to develop into rather futile 
debate about the couree of future events* 1 said it would be diffiisult 
to secure Mr. Amory*s views tm the paper prior to the meeting 
acheduled for May 23x4 and tlwt 1 thought that you would wieh to give 
himi an adequate opportoaity to coaalder the pi^per*s conclusions 
concerning probable political treads and developments. Mr. Nielsen 
said that he would try to persuade Mr. Sprague to postpone 
consideration of tibs paper. He had been previously reluctant to do 
this because of the effect which a posl^onement might have on the 
Committee*s schedule. The only alterwstive paper avaHabie for 
discusalon is the one on comparative scientific and teehncdogical 
developments (a copy of a preliminary diaft of which was sent to you 
this momingl. Mr. Sprague wished to postpone consIderaHon of this 
paper until the meeting scheduled for 6 June as Messrs. Jackson and 
Teed are both interested in the subject and neither will be present for 
the Committee meetings next week. U constderaticm of both papers 
is deferred, tSm meeting scheduled for 24 May may be cancelled.
